VAVERHILL TURNS TO “DRY” 


Fall River, New Bedford, Marlboro 
and Gloucester Swing Into “Wet” 
Column—Democrat Elected Mayor of 
Springfield, While Ashley Wins In 
New Bedford For Fourteenth Time— 
Clifford Wins In Brockton 


Boston, Dec. 8.—A reaction of the 
wave of prohibition which swept over 
Massachusetts last year yesterday 
sent four cities, Fall River, New Bed- 
ford, Marlboro and Gloucester, back 
into the license column, while Haver- 
hill alone, by a close vote, turned 
over to no-license. 

The total vote, as compared with 
last year, shows a gain of over 5000 
in favor of license in the fourteen 
cities voting yesterday.

The most notable turnover in the 
mayoralty contests was at Springfield, 
which, for the first time since 1901, 
elected a Democratic mayor, Edward 
H. Lathrop defeating William EB. San- 
derson, Republican, candidate for a 
fourth term. 

In six cities, six mayors secured 
re-elections, Fred O’Connell, Demo- 
crat, being re-elected at Fitchburg, 
William P. White, Republican, at 
Lawrence, Henry H. Parsons (no 
party designation), at Gloucester, 
William H, Macinnis, Democrat, at 
Pittsfield, William T. Shea, Demo- 
crat, at Quincy, and M. A. Walker, 
Republican, at Waltham. 

William H. Clifford, Democrat, for 
four years an unsuccessful candidate, 
was elected mayor of Brockton by a 
close vote. J. J. Shaughnessy, Dem- 
ocrat, was elected at Marlboro; Cal- 
vin Coolidge, Republican, at North- 
ampton, and William S.: Woods-(no 
party designation), at Taunton. | 

Charles S. Ashley, Democrat, who | 
has conducted sixteen campaigns for | 
mayor in New Bedford, was elected 
for his fourteenth term by a comfort- 
able majority. 

Fall River and Haverhill did not 
hold elections for mayor this year. 

In none of the cities was the com- 
plexion of the city governments 
changed outside of mayor, although in 
Pittsfield the mayor’s vote will cast a 
deadlock in concurrent actions of the | 
two bodies. 

Special legislation was provided for 
in a few instances, Springfield voting 
a two-year term instead of one for | 
mayor and city treasurer, while 
Pittsfield voted in favor of pensions 
for teachers and Quincy voted for 
pensions for firemen.

New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 8&.— 
Raised from her bed in the mud of 
Buzzards bay through forty feet of 
water, the United States cruiser 
Yankee remained on the surface for 
a few minutes, then suddenly sank 
to the bottom. Two men who were 
at work inside the hull sprang to a 
hatchway when they felt the vessel 
settling and succeeded in swimming to 
a place of safety.

A FARMERS’ EXCHANGE 


Success In Co-operation Iilus- 
trated. 


| 
Some Interesting Statistics on Han- 
dling Crops on Co-operative Plan “by 
a Potato Growers’ Association In 
New Jersey. | 
| 


The subject of co-operative buying 
and selling among farmers is increas- 
ing in interest with them every year 
as the advantages to be derived there- 
from are being recognized. One obsta- 
cle to successful co-operation has al- 
ways been the farmers themselves. 
Selfishness has spoiled many a com- 
bination tor nnancial purposes. The 
unwillingness to trust the sale of farm } 
products to an agent or manager has | 
been the bar to progress. But things | 
are changing, and we predict that the 

| 


next few years wi.l see more co-oper- 
ative enterprises organized and suc- 
cessfully conducted than in a long time 
past. In this work the grange must 
take an active and prominent part. 
There is in Freehold, N. J., a most 
successful potato growers’ association, 


| the Monmouth County Farmers’ Bx- 


It was formed about two 
years ago. At the annual meeting in 
December. the report on the business 
done for the year showed a total of 
2,011 separate shipments, containing 
nearly 204,000 barrels of potatoes and 
packages of other soil products, and 
the whole was valued at more than 
$454,000. The shipments reached 121 | 
different customers in fifty cities and 
towns and eleven states. Besides this 
outgoing business, the society did an 
incoming business of nearly $45,000 in 
Seed potatoes purchased in Maine and 
New York. 

This report was so. satisfactory that | 
many growers who had been afraid to 
run risks in their own interest became 
members. The membership jumped 
from about 300 to a total now of over 
500, the sales of capital stock were 
large, and now the exchange has about 
$30,000 with which to co-operate, 

Besides all this, it has erected. suit- 
able buildings at the various shipping 
points on the two railroads running 
through the twenty-five or thirty miles 
that constitute the potato district. It 
has also more recently built a brick 
fertilizer mixing house, 150 by 32 feet, 
at Marlboro, on the Central Railway 
of New Jersey and is planning on an- 
other, 200 by 50 feet, to be on the Penn- 
sylvania at Freehold. The capacity of 
these two houses will be between 4,000 
and 5,000 tons of fertilizer annually. 
Business will be begun in these houses 
for the season of 1910 and an enor- 
mous saving in cost of fertilizers ef- 
fected. The object is to sell fertilizer 
to members as near actual cost as pos- 
sible. Y 

Commenting on the requirements for 
successful co-operation, the American 
Agriculturist. remarks that the fore- 
most requisite is loyalty to the organi- 
zation. Unless the grower is willing to 
be governed by the fundamental law 
of what benefits one benefits all he 
has no business to join a farmers’ ex- 
change, because a penny in his hand 
will appear more substantial to him 
than a dollar on the horizon will. If 
there are enough of such men organ- 
ization will prove to be a farce, and 
the middleman will continue to laugh 
in his sleeve. Coequal in importance, 
there must be competent management, 
Again, the rules of grading must be 
strictly followed by each producer, so 
that the exchange may win a good rep- 
utation for honest packing and assets 
with value cannot be overestimated. 
Still further, the members must place 
implicit trust in the manager, who 
must not be tangled up with red tape. 
And this man must not be underpaid. 
His position is an exceedingly exacting 
and responsible one, especially during 
the busy séason, at which time, if ever, 
he must have free rein. .

Punished—Modification of Issue of 
Labor Injunctions Urged 


Washington, Dec. 8.—President 
Taft’s message to congress, reviewing 
his administration, which began on 
March 4 last, is a long message and 
lacks the spirited English that char- 
acterized the similar documents of his” 
predecessor, Mr. Roosevelt. 

The most sensational portion of the 
message describes “unspeakable, bar- 
barities” of President Zelaya in Nica- 
ragua. The president says that the 
two Americans in Nicaragua were put 
to death unjustly; that the govern- 
ment is after the sugar thieves of New 
York criminally; that his second year 
in office will cost $94,000,000 less than 
this one; that he favors old age pen- 
sions for government employes; that 
his tariff board is looking into the new 


| tariff to see if it works properly; he 


suggests the text of a law to hurry de- 
layed cases in court, favors a higher 
postage on magazines and periodicals 
(not newspapers), says the tariff is 
not the reason for the high cost of liv- 


‘Ing and asserts that the country is on 


the eve of great business expansion. 

Referring to the “unspeakable bar- 
barities and oppression” reported in 
connection with the Zelaya govern- 
ment, President Taft says that the 
two Americans killed there “were en- 
titled. to be dealt with as prisoners of 
war.” He says that the government 
has taken proper steps to secure jus- 
tice, and that he may have a special 
message on this later. ‘ 

Three officials have been appointed 
to get information necessary to a wise 
administration of tho new tariff, the 
president points out. If it is found 
that the present rates are excessive 
under the principles of protection set 
forth in the national Republican plat- 
form he will ask congress to fix the 
matter up. But he says tariff agita- 
tion hurts business. 

We lack just $73,075,620 of making 
both ends meet at the end of the pres- 
ent year, next June 30. This includes 
$38,000,000 which we have to pay on | 
the Panama canal construction and / 
$1,000,000 on the public debt. In 
this connection the president says 
that the canal is going to cost $375,- 
201,000 instead of $139,705,200, as it 
was first figured. The canal is half 
done and will be finished June 1, 1913. 

The needs of the government. “were 
cut to the quick” for the next year— 
that is, the year ending June 30, 1911. 
The estimates for that year, Presi- 
dent Taft says, are $94,000,000 less 
than the estimates of the cost of gov- 
ernment for this year. There has 
been a big cut in the army and in the 
navy. There are to be built two first 
class battleships next year and one re- 
pair ship. The cut in the army 
estimates next year, under this, is 
$45,000,000 , while the curtailment in 
the navy is $38,000,000. 

“On the question of lessening the ex- 

penses of the government the presi- 
dent thinks that to eliminate old and 
Inefficient employes on a_ pension 
would be a good thing. There canbe 
no cut in the salaries because of the 
high prices; if any change, salaries 
should be raised, but there might be a 
saving by getting along with fewer 
people. . : 

The government got back from: the 
American Sugar company all - the 
money which it stole at New York, 
and the department of justice is after 
the officers and the employes crim- 
inally. The president does not want 
a congressional investigation of this 
matter now because he thinks it might 
spell immunity for, some of the guilty 
persons. 

Many of the Iynchings are due-to 
the delays of the courts, the presi- 
dent believes, and he intends to have 
a commission suggest a remedy for 
this. 

The president asks for the enact- 
ment of a law forbidding injunctions 
without previous notice, and an op- 
portunity to be heard on the other 
side, unless a delay would entail 
great injury. If an injunction is is- 
sued without previous notice it shall 


_expire in seven days or less, accord- 


ing to the discretion of the court, un- 
less it is renewed after previous’ no- 
tice is given and an opportunity for 
the other side to be heard. 

The president warmly favors an 
amalgamation of the various health 
bureaus of the government outside 
the army and navy, under one head; 
to be called the bureau of public 
health. While the president would 
pot lift the health bureau to the dig- 
nity of a department,,no doubt the 
work which will be carried on by the 
new bureau will equal in importance 
that of some departments. 

A ship subsidy to encourage Ameri- 
can shipping, publicity of political 
contributions in elections of members 
of congress and a fund of $50,000 to 
aid in suppressing the “White Slave” 
trade are recommended. | 


FOR THE THIRD TIME 


Fall River Cotton Manufacturers 
Walve Right to Reduce Wages 
Fall River, Mass., Dec. 8.—There 
will be no reduction in the wages. paid 
the 30,000 operatives in Fall River 
cotton mills during the next six 
months. This was announced by the 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association, 
following a conference with the Tex- 
tile union representatives, at which 
the manufacturers waived their rights 

to cut wages. 

Under the provisions of the sliding 
scale agreement they were entitled to 
reduce wages 8 percent, their margin 
of profit during the past six months 
having decreased in that proportion. 
They explained, however, that hav- 
Ing stocked up well with cotton at 
low prices, they are able to give the 
operatives the benefit of the existing 
high prices. 

This is the third consecutive time 
the manufacturers have waived their 
rights. 


CROSS APPEAL FILED 


Labor Federation Sends Bucks Case 
to the Supreme Court 

Washington, Dec. 8.—The Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor noted a cross 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court from the decision of the district 
court of appeals in the injunction case 
of the Bucks Stove and Range com- 
pany of St. Louls. Chief Justice 
Shepard allowed the appeal. 

The St. Louis concern some time 
ago appealed from the decision on the 
ground that the court erred in modify- 
ing the injunction of the lower court. 

This cross appeal of the labor or- 
ganization is based on the theory that 
the appellate court ought to have 
further modified the decree or reversed 
it. The result of both appeals, it is 
suggested, leaves the decision of the 
court of appeals friendless before the 
supreme court. 


HEAVY EXPENSES 
IN STEEL TRIAL 


Defendants in Boston’s Famous 
Case Declared Not Guilty 


Boston, Dec. 9.—The steel case, 
estimated to have cost the county of 
Suffolk in the neighborhood of $25,- 
000-and the defendants $150,000, is 
a thing of the past. By the verdict of 
the jury nine individuals, all connect- 
ed in one capacity or another with 
some one of the indicted corporations, 
walked forth from the court room as 
free men. 

Six corporations were also declared 
guiltless of any conspiracy to cheat or 
defraud by collusive bids or to have 
been parties to an illegal monopoly. 

Besides the cost to the county, the 
cost to the men and corporations tried 
must have been enormous. During 
the greater part of the trial all the 
individuals and corporations were 
represented by counsel, of whom there 
were twenty-five, all charging fees 
in proportion to the importance of the 
case and the wealth of their clients. 


BUT ONE CHANCE LEFT - 


Morse’s Appeal For Writ of Certiorari 
From Supreme Court Is Refused 

Washington, Dec. 7.—The supreme 
court of the United States denied the 
petition of Charles W. Morse, con- 
victed of violating the federal banking 
law, for a writ of certiorari. The re- 
sult of the decision is to leave in ef- 
fect against Morse the sentence of fif- 
teen years’ imprisonment, 

The banker now has but one chance 
left for escaping from the law’s pen- 
alty. His counsel last month applied 
for permission from the federal ‘cir- 
cuit court to seek a rehearing in the 
trial court on the ground that certain 
members of the jury were subject to 
alcoholism, and that they were sub- 
jected to undue influence on the part 
of their attendants. This was granted 
by Judge Holt, who heard the case. 


FRENCH AVIATOR KILLED 


Motor Explodes While Aeroplane Is 
1600 Feet From the Ground 
_ Nice, France, Dec. 7.—M. Fernan- 
dez, the French aviator, was instant- 
ly killed, following the explosion of 
the motor when his aeroplane was be- 
ing maneuvred at an estimated height 
of 1600 feet. The machine crumpled, 
and with its pilot dropped to earth. 
M. Fernandez had accomplished 
several interesting features. The 
height attained by him at the moment 
of the accident might have constitut- 
ed a world’s record had it been offi- 
@ially observed and recorded. 


Mrs. Wilheim Guilty of Murder 

New York, Dec. 9.—Mrs. Mary J. 
Wilhelm was found guilty of murder 
in the second degree, with a recom- 
mendation for mercy, for the killing 
of her husband, Frank Wilhelm.-He 
was shot to death in his home here on 
Feb. 1 last. 


King Leopold In Bad Condition 

Paris, Dec. 9.—Private advices 
from Brussels say that King Leopold 
is slightly improved. His entire right 
side is paralyzed. He still suffers 
greatly from rheumatism. 


Telegraphers May Soon Strike 
Cincinnati, Dec. 9.—It is declared 
that if no concession is made by the 
company the 1000 telegraphers of the 
Big Four may be ordered out on strike 
within twenty-four hours. 


BOUND OVER 
WITHOUT BAIL 


Hattie Le Blane Must Explain 
Murder Case to Grand Jury 


MRS, GLOVER HER GUARDIAN 


Fact Made Public For First Time 
When Wife of Murdered Man Ap- 
pears at Hearing as a Witness—Ac- 
cused Girl Now Declares That Glov- 
er Was Shot as He Was Helping 
Her Out of Laundry. Window 


Waltham, Mass., Dec. 9.—Hattie 
Le Blanc is held for the grand jury. 
All the government tried to show at 
the hearing before Judge Luce was 
that Clarence F. Glover was shot in 
the Waltham laundry on the night of 
Nov. 20, and in his dying statement 
said that Hattie Le Blanc killed him. 

Judge Luce deemed the evidence 
sufficient to hold the young woman, 
and she was bound over without bail 
for the session of the grand jury be- 
ginning on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary in Bast Cambridge. 

As Miss Le Blanc is only 16 years 
old the hearing of her case was pri- 
vate, as the law says all juvenile 
cases shall be. For three hours the 
girlish looing prisoner sat in the smal) 
library of the district court and lis- 
tened to the testimony of witnesses 
without understanding hardly any- 
thing of what was said. She speaks 
only a few words of English. 

Perhaps the most interesting wit- 
ness at the hearing was Mrs. Lillian 
M. Glover, widow of the murdered 
man. She had been subpoenaed by 
the counsel for the defense and her 
testimony occupied about thirty-five 
minutes, it is said. 

That Mrs. Glover is the legal guard- 
jan of Hattie Le Blanc became known 
yesterday for the first time. 

It is optional--with the guardian or 
parent whether they appear or not. In 
addition to the notice sent Mrs. 
Glover, as guardian of the girl, she 
was also served with a regular sum- 
mons by the counsel for the defense, 
which made her attendance com- 
pulsory. 

Hattie Le Blanc’s story which her 
lawyers expect will free her caused 
decided comment when it became 
known that she declares Glover was 
shot as he helped her from the laun- 
dry window. 

She has changed in many ways her 
original story to the police. She now 
declares that while in the main room 
of the laundry both she and Glover 
heard someone coming in the outer 
door of the laundry opening into the 
office. 

As he heard the sound Glover called 
put: “Get out of here; run quick, Hat- 
tie.” 
Hattie Le Blanc then says she start- 
ed to run toward the rear of the laun- 
dry, knowing she could escape by the 
door down stairs. Glover followed 
close behind, urging her to hurry. 
She does not know that anyone 
was pursuing, but believes there was. 
Glover rushed after her in her head- 
long rush down the stairs, 
She made for the window, and as 
she gained the sill Glover pushed her 
outside. She dropped to the ground 
and started to run. Just at this in- 
stant she heard the shots. This she 
claims is all she knows of the shoot- 
ing. 
Hattie also declared that on the 
night. before Glover was shot Mrs. 
Glover asked her to go to the theatre, 
and they both visited the Scenic 
theatre in Waltham. 


DEATH FOR MUTINEERS 


Fourteen Filipinos Implicated In Kill- 
Ing of Roy Libby Are to Be Shot 
Manila, Dec. 9.—Fourteen of the 
second company of native constbu- 
lary, stationed at Davac, Mindanao, 
which mutinied on the night of June 
6, were yesterday sentenced to death 
after being convicted of murder. 
The murder charge is based on the 
killing of Roy Libby when the mutin- 
eers returned and attacked the town. 
The trials were held at § Davac, 
Judge Gale presiding: ~Twenty-three 
men mutinied, eight of whom were 
killed resisting arrest, while one 
turned state’s evidence. 


CARRIE’S“LITTLE HATCHET

Washington, Dec. 9.—Carrie Na- 
tion entered the bar at the Union rail- 
road station and with a hatchet de- 
stroyed all the liquor bottles and ex- 
pensive paintings in sight. :

DENIED A REHEARING 


Appeal of Banker Walsh Is Refused 

tn Federal Court : 
Chicago, Dec. 5.—John R. Walsh, 
tonvicted of misapplying the funds of 
the Chicago National bank of which 
he was president, was denied a re- 
hearing of his appeal to the federal 
tircuit court of appeals here by Judges — 
Grosscup, Seaman and Baker. 


JOHN R. WALSH 

The denial of the motion for a re- 
hearing leaves Walsh without other 
recourse than the supreme court of the 
United States to stay the execution of 
the sentence committing him to five 
years in the Leavenworth federal pent- 
tentiary. The court declined to admit 
Walsh to bail, but permitted him to 
defer the beginning of the sentence 
pending the application to the supreme 
court, meanwhile placing him in the 
custody of the United States marshal.

Washington, Dec. 7,—Announce-

University of Copenhagen Recelves 
Observations of Explorer Cook 

Copenhagen, Dec. 9.—The North 
Polar observations of Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook reached here on board the 
steamer United States. Extraordinary 
precautions were taken to make sure 
that the long-heralded data would be 
delivered safely to the university au- 
thorities. 

As soon as the United States was 
tied up at her plier an iron box con- 
taining Cook’s report and the diaries 
in which his original entries were 
made, was brought ashore. The box 
was closely followed by Walter Louns- 
dale, Cook’s secretary, who had stood 
guard over its contents since they left 
the hands of Cook.

loon. It is not surprising for several 
reasons. The natural conditions are 
persistently. and unfairly ignored in 
every No License success by the 
unfair advocates of that 
system. 
cense places and there are natural 
License places, and the advocates of 
No License gain no headway for 
their cause by ignoring the truth of 
this assertion. When a city like Fall 
River, that has been persistently and 
aggressively in the License column 
for many years, shifts to the “No” 
column, it is absolutely foolish for 
the reform interests to ignore what 
is known to be the reason, namely: 
local quarrels among the liquor men 
themselves, and instead of crediting 
this cause, loudly proclaim a change 
in honest public sentiment on the 
main issue involved. There are 
thousands of citizens in Massachu- 
setts who are more disgusted with 
the tactics of some of the forces who 
cry loudest for reform in the con- 
trol of the liquor traffic than they 
are with the traffic itself, strong as 
they may naturally be in their op- 
position to the saloon. 

The writer has on his desk at the 
present moment, one of the circu- 
lars of the Anti-Saloon League, stat- 
ing in bold type that “on the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, Western Division, 
the only. licensed place is Lowell, 
twenty six miles out.”- If the rest 
of the statements in the circular are 
as true as this, one need go no fur- 
ther for an understanding of the lack 
of confidence the great mass of peo- 
ple have in some of these forces when 
local conditions as they are known 
are applied to such general bulletins 
as this refered to. Not for many, 
many years has the city of Lawrence 
been in the No License column, and 
certainly during the pest year, Haver- 
hill has also been a licensed city, and 
both of these places are on the West- 


There-are—natural. No Li- 


ern Division of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, 

It is not pleasant for one to write 
along this line who has never yet 
voted upon the License question ex- 
cept with an emphatic “NO,” but the 
bold, plain truth is called for in dis- 
cussing such a body of cranks and 
unfair. advocates as are met with in 
many of the executive officials em- 
ployed in the No License agitation 
in Massachusetts. Splendid men are 
behind the movement, some of the 
best in the State, but they are 
overshadowed by the men who 
are trusted with the active work 
made up for the most part of an en- 
tirely different type. There is 
enough honest argument that could 
be effectively applied without re- 
sorting to the mass of misstatements 
and misrepresentation that marks al- 
together-too much of the liquor cam- 
paigning. That the public cannot 
always be humbugged by it is one 
of the lessons of the vote at last 
Tuesday’s city elections. 


Abbot Academy Recitals 

It was a large and very apprecia- 
tive audience which listened to Mr.

uine revelation, thoroughly delight- | 


ful and truly educational. 

Mr. Dolmetsch is certainly a gen- 
ius, as well as the great authority in 
this phase of musical art. His sym- 
pathetic and masterful playing on 
these old instruments,—we can not 
call them obsolete after yesterday’s 
concert—was certainly in evidence. 
And aside from the charm of his play- 
ing and interpretation there was a 
delightfully intimate sense that we 
were put in touch with music of 
which Shakespeare and Milton sang 
and the music which Bach had in his 
own household. Mr. Dolmetsch’s ex- 
planations. of the capabilities. and 
qualities of the instruments and his 
elucidations of the mtsic added great 
interest and vWaltte to -the—concert. 
These, together with the number and 
the diversity of the instruments af- 
forded a capital opportunity for gain- 
ing a clear and lasting conception 
of the character and the peculiar 
beauty of instrumental music from 
the time of Queen Elizabeth to that 
of George the Third. It was a rare 
concert, never to be forgotten. 

The second concert of the series 
will be given on Thursday, January 
20, when Mr. Alwin- Schroeder, the 
eminent cellist, and Mr. Ernest 
Perabo, the pianist of well-known 
distinction, will be the soloists.

Christmas Decorating 


The-owner of a laurel swampy re- 
cently gave permission to—a_ florist 
to get 
decorating.” ~The florist. brought a 
cart, and devastated the place, so that 
there were hardly any flowers the 
next summer... Such excessive dep- 
redations on a slow-growing plant 
cannot but have a most serious effect 
in localities which—are—accessible to 
our large towns. : 

What can be done to prevent this 
destruction? It might be lessened 
by cutting the laurel properly and 
using it in moderation; but in no 
such way could the present demand 
be supplied. The only effective way 
is to stop the demand. We must: face 
the fact that the laurel should not un- 
der existing circumstances be cut at 
all, and that its place should not be 
supplied by other evergreens. 

What then can be done? 

First, we can, given a_ sufficient 
motive, live without decorations, 
_Second, we can for ordinary fes- 
tivities adopt decorations wholly ar- 
tifically—paper foliage, flowers, etc., 
or merely crepe paper; for church 
and other dignified occasions use 
simply cultivated flowers and potted 
plants. 

Third, we can both refrain from 
using laurel now and at the same 
time cultivate it in any quantities we 
please for judicious use in a few 
years. 

All this may seem to many a vio- 
lation of sentiment. But can we 
hesitate between the sentiment which 
recklessly destroys for a _ passing 
pleasure, and that sentiment which 


cherishes and conserves, not only for’ 


ourselves and our neighbors, but for 
all who come adter us? We Ameri- 
cans need to learn moderation, a les- 
son in taste as well as in morals,— 
to find as much pleasure in a few 
flowers or a single spray of foliage 
as in the masses which we now think 
indispensable. 

It is merely a question of time as 
t . Shall we stop using 
it now while we have. some left to 
rejoice in as it grows, or shall we 
stop only. when we have no more 
anywhere?

1 Medical and hygienic inspection 
in the schools. 

2 Instruction in hygiene for public 
school pupils. 


3 Physical education and training 
in personal hygiene. 

4 Out of school hygiene. 

5 Holiday camps and schools. 

6 Relations of the home and the 
school. 

7 Contagious diseases, ill-health 
and other conditions affecting public 
school attendance. 

The Spectator believes such al 
movement would have an_ influence 
reaching far beyond the immediate 
range of its subject. It would arouse 
all the departments of the town gov- 


ernment having to do with public edu- 
cation to greater activity. Chosen 
representatives would mingle togeth- 


er and unite in unselfish ideals and a 
common purpose. Andover would be 
the first town in the Commonwealth 
to establish such an association.

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THE CHURCHES OF ANDOVER 


Their ‘Aims and Purposes, with a 
Review of their Progress 


The following is one of a series 
of articles to be published in the 
Townsman in preparation for the 
forthcoming revival services to be 
held in January. The purpose of 
these articles will be to tell the story 
of the different chuiches in town 
which are to have a part in the ser- 
vices. 


NO. 4—~THE SOUTH CHURCH 
By the Pastor 


The first evangelistic services— in 
the South church were held in 1727-8. 
At that time many of the forefathers 
and foremothers of the present An- 
dover first avowed their faith in 
Christ, and their desire to live a 
righteous, sober, and godly life. 
Among them were numbered Abbotts, 
Ballards, Barnards, Chandlers, Far- 
nums, Guttersons, Fosters, Holts, 
Lovejoys, Mooars, Osgoods,. Shat- 
tucks, Phelpses, Stevenses, and Ward- 
wells. How many were true to the 
faith and purpose then formed, we 
do not know. By far the gré€ater 
number must have remained true, 
for the church has lived on, and the 
men and women -who united with the 
church during those months became 
practically the church of the next 
generation. 


Since that ‘time Andover has seen 
great changes. Then the South 
church was ‘the only church in_ this. 
part of the old town. In the coming 
evangelistic meetings it will be only 
one among several churches, one of 
them considerably larger than itself. 
The spread of Andover homes to- 
wards the north, east and south,rather 
than towards the west, is leaving the | 
old church somewhat on the edge 


of the population, but it is still taking 
part in the common life of the town. 
Indeed, its building, on account of 
its size, will be the scene of the union 
meetings to be begun January 2. 
The church has most of the usual 
organizations found in a modern 
church of its size, and some that are 
unusual. The Sunday School shows 
its vigor especially in its missionary 
giving. Each class has its own ob- 
ject to help, and the large amounts 
given are rather noticeable. The 
Women’s Union is well organized, 
and is working efficiently. There is 


a large chorus choir, a pleasant 
Christian Endeavor Society, a Castle 
of the Knights of King Arthur (the 
oldest in town), and the T. W.. T. 
club, whose membership is feminine. 


More loosely connected with the 
Sunday School is the large “Home 
Department,” the Correspondence 
class conducted by Rev. Mr. Torrey, 
the Mothers’ club of the Primary and 
Intermediate departments, and more 
loosely still, an  undenominational 
Sunday School in Holt district. 

Members of this parish. predomin- 
ate in the Courteous:Circle of the 
King’s Daughters and in the Thurs- 
day night club (a social and literary 
club of young men); but neither of 
these societies is organically related 
to the church, and the second of them 
holds its meetings in its building. 

Dr. Campbell Morgan has said, “A 
church is not a club for the conserv- 
ation of saints, but a society bent on 
bringing God and eternity into the 
lives and homes of all the people in 
the immediate vicinity.” 

There hardly ever was a church 
yet’ which has lived up to this defini- 
tion; but the South church, like the 
other churches in town, is following 
afar off in the effort to reach the 
ideal. A united effort on the part 
of the churches to reach this ideal is 
the meaning of the coming evangel- 
istic meetings.

This method | 
of moulding public opinion and caus- | 
ing the people to believe in the in-} 
fallible efficiency of government agen-*

There are, no doubt,a great many | 
evils in our economic institutions | 
and their management, but it does | 


not follow that high prices are the! 
result nor low prices desirable. It} 
‘is the nature of man to overrate |

good,” and we must expect that the | 
placing of. the real cause of high 
prices is more or less obscured by 
likes and dislikes for, and the man- | 
agement of, our political and eco-| 
nomical institutions.

The ob- 
stacle lies in the general aversion to 
agricultural labor and environment, 
and results in the movement of the 


| rural population towards large indus- 


trial towns _and_ cities. 


But are high prices a generat evil} 


and low prices a general good? That 
There is 
no doubt that under some conditions 
high prices and low prices are a gen- 
eral evil. But what are those condi- 
tions? The one condition that could 
apply to both is when the people do 
not have the means to buy with. 

In the last decade of the ninteenth 
century low prices prevailed, but we 
had a general discontent and the ca- 
bamity howlers were with us as now. 
But conditions were not considered 
good, although we’ had low prices. 
Is it not a question whether high 
prices of today are an evil; when we 
make comparisons of conditions of 
this decade with the conditions of 
the few preceding? I cannot make 
myself believe from observation, ex- 


| perience and reading, that there is 


more suffering among the people to- 
day than in the past. But there is, 


| no doubt, more time devoted to the 


pleasurable pursuits of life than ever 
before in the history of this genera- 
tion. Is it not a fact, in spite of high 
prices, that the people are, unques- 
tionably, better fed, better clothed, 
and better entertained than ever be- 
fore? As regards future wants and 
desires, I have not observed any di- 
minution in bank savings and invest- 
ments among’ the people in general. 

I have little faith that governmental 
regulation of our economic agencies 
would affect prices materially, and if 
it did, I believe that°other evils would 
crop out, the equivalent or worse. 

With all due respect for your opin- 
ion, I must beg to differ.
